In U.S. Election! 


NEW YORK, (CP) — Americans * 
fourneyed to the polls Tuesday in a | 


national election, free for the first 
time since 1938 to vote as they wish 
without thought of its effect on the 
country's safety in a world at war, 

In this “off-year” election the 
Main question to be answered is 
whether the Democrats will hold 
their slender majorities in the sen- 
ate and house of representatives, or 
the Republicans gain control of 
congress for the first time since 
1930. 

The margin of control is so slight 
in the house that the Republicans 
well might gain the necessary 26 
seats to give them control in a 435- 
seat chamber, 

In the senate the 
would need a virtual landslide to 
win the majority. They must gain 
10 seats from the democrats for a 
bare majority and only 24 Democrat 
seats are in jeopardy, eight of them 
considered certain to remain Demo- 
cratic.

‘Large’ Earthquake 


Estimated in India 


PASADENA, Calif., (AP)—Record- 
ings of the seismograph at Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology Monday 
showed a “very large” earthquake, 
estimated to be 7,100 miles distant. 

Scientists said the shock was not 
quite as severe as that recorded 
Saturday and although the direction 
of Monday's quake had not yet 
been determined it was probably in 
central Asia, as was the Saturday 
disturbance, The location was given 
as “probably in India.”

NEW YORK, (AP)—State Secre- 
tary Byrnes of the US. notified 
British Foreign Minister Bevin 
Monday that he was taking over 
the American handling of the 
Palestine problem from President 
Truman, He said he wanted to see 
whether the United States could 
contribute to a solution of the Holy 
Land problem.

biggest stake in this stage of the dis- 
cussions, 

Other provinces, however, are vi- 
tally interested since British Colum- 
bia has $34,000,000 of such debts 
outstanding; Alberta has $20,000,000 
and Manitoba $24,000,000. Saskatche- 
wan'’s case is complicated by the 
presence of some $16,000,000 of seed 
grain debt which was in dispute in 
1945, and also by unsettjJed accounts 
for the return of natural resources 
to the province. 

Terms of treasury bill settlement 
have not yet been outlined but hypo- 
thetical discussions have centred 
upon the tdea that the dominion 
might write off 50 percent of relief 
debts incurred by provinces — for 
direct relief only—not for public 
works. It is argued the provinces 
have something tangible to show 
for their public works expenditures. 


The final document of agreement, 
including treasury bill refunding, 1s 
expected to be ready for initialling 
this week, though it is doubtful 
whether its terms will be published 
immediately. 


WINNIPEG, (CP)—Premier 
Manning passed through Winnipeg 
Monday on his way to Ottawa to 
discuss Alberta’s financial taxation 
and irrigation problems and “an ac- 
cumulation of government mat- 
ters” with federal authorities. 

Commenting on the possibility of 
another dominion-provincial con- 
ference, Premier Manning said “at 
the moment there is no prospect of 
a meeting although I strongly 
urged another conference.” 


Charge Farmers 
Pamper Prisoners 


LETHBRIDGE, (CP)—The Leth- 
bridge Herald Tuesday said .Can- 
adian army officers at the prisoner 
of war camp here have sought the 
co-operation of southern Albertans 
in enforcing regulations governing 
prisoners of war employed on var- 
ious works projects. 

The newspaper added: 

“They explained that with pris- 
oners of war being permitted to 
work on farms and being turned 
over to the custody of farmers 
for safe-keeping, the responsibility 
of enforcing regulations rests as 
much with the general public as 
with the military, particularly in 
view of the fact the labor is made 
available to farmers without any 
military guard. 

“Officers pointed out that pris- 

oners of war are forbidden in 
Lethbridge and in all beer parlors 
but may be brought into small com- 
munities for haircuts when in the 
constant company of the farmers 
employing them. Regulations de- 
mand that prisoners of war be not 
allowed to come into the smallest 
of communities without their em- 
ployer. 
‘We know that the regulations 
are being ignored in many cases 
and it’s giving us a big headache’, 
Officers added.... 

“Evidence that prisoners of war 
had been pampered in many cases 
was found by the Herald after 
officers criticized the ‘easy going’ 
and ‘improper’ attitude of some 
south Albertans toward the captives. 

“The officers told of finding two 
prisoners of war in premises in 
this city which they suspected of 
having been ‘a bootlegging establish- 
ment,’”

The appointment of Dr. McNally to a 
United Nations branch which is currently 
being regarded as one of the most vital and 
important of all the UN activities is, of 
course, proper and national recognition of a 


man who, after a most distinguished educat- | 


ional career has become chancellor of the 
University of Alberta. 

But it is no tess a recognition of the 
place this community occupies in the edu- 
cational and cultural life of the nation, 

Edmonton is noted throughout Can- 
ada, not only for the artistic achievements 


of her citizens, but for the high cultural pro- | 


gram to which she has set herself. She has 
produced artists, novelists and poets of high 
merit. 

Edmonton possesses an unusual num- 
ber of working and effective cultural organ- 
jations devoted to sponsoring artistic con- 
Sciousness, appreciation and_ production, 
These come to their natural culmination in 
Edmonton's Recreation Commission and in 
the Allied Arts Council which aims at be- 
coming an active federation of all groups 
and individuals devoted to ‘the cultural pro- 
gress of the community. 

This city, then, has made an excellent 
start towards the promotion of those acti- 
vities which not only preserve and propa- 


gate the democratic way of life but which en- | 


rich and beautify all community life. 

The appointment of Dr. McNally to a 
post of importance in the world organization 
for cultural development will add further 


prestige to Edmonton's efforts. His excep- | 


tional talents and qualities will even to a 
greater extent emphasize the artistic import- 
ance of this area. 


What Canada Needs 


Most Canadians must be aware—as Mr. 
Donald Gordon has again told them—that in- 
creased production is the only solution to the 
scarcities which are plaguing them in their 
family affairs and also in their occupational 
operations. 

Nor cay they have any doubt that the 
removal of controls here would send prices 
skyrocketing, as in the United States. Most 
people must also have a lively and unwelcome 
expectation that prices of some kinds of goods 
will advance despite controls—as Mr. Gordon 
also warns, 

Absolutely “rigid” control has been 
found here and elsewhere to be impossible. 
At best ceiling regulations can only act as 
brakes, and so far as mounting costs of pro- 
duction and delivery do not compel higher 
prices to be charged the consumer at the 
end of the line. 

The national income of Canadians this 
year is officially placed at $11,000,000,000. 
That is twice the amount of their 1939 in- 
come. But that 100 per cent increase did not 
all come about as the result of increased 
production, Wages have gone up, prices 
have gone up. These mark-ups do not all 
represent a correspondingly larger output 


of goods. The money figures are therefore | 


deceptive. 
In broad terms everybody is getting 
more money for the same amount of goods 


and services; in some cases for @ lesser 
amount. That swells the national income 


total. The money turn-over is double what 
it was in 1939, But who is getting twice as 
much food, clothing and other necessities 
and conveniences as he got in the year the 
war began? On the average we are getting 
nothing* like twice the amount of these 
things, And livifig conditions are fixed by 
what we can get for our dollars—not by the 
number of dollars we have in our pockets or 
in the bank, 

Quite obviously what Canadians need 
48 not more dollars but more of the things 
money should buy—but won't buy at pre- 
sent. The remedy for that lack is more pro- 
duction of these wanted but scarce things, 
‘There isn't any other remedy. 

This puts it up to the individual citizen, 
whatever his occupation or place in the econ- 
omic system. We can't have more goods and 
cheaper goods unless we collectively produce 
them. That is something governments and 
control regulations cannot do. It can only be 
done if employers and employes, farmers, 
industrial workers, directors of industrial and 
commercial establishments, wage-earners and 
financiers, pool their efforts in a nation-wide 
campaign to fill up the empty shelves and 
store-houses with the things people want but 
can't get,

WASHINGTON.—In a dim back- 
ground behind Molotov and Smuts 
Cadogan and Manuilsky, Austin 
and St. Laurent and all the other 
spotlighted names of the United 
Nations, there is growing to full 
stature something new on the face 
of this world—an international 
civil service. 

Except for one man, its members | 
are anonymous. 

The man is Trygve Lie, secre- 
tary-general of the United Nations 
and the organization is his secre- 
tariat. |

Lie's Big Job 

These figures will be available 
sometime soon, when the secretar- 
iat completes its first census of 
itself. But they will not remain 
true figures for long—the organiza- 
tion grows and changes shape con- 
stantly, depending on the chang- 
ing demands made on it. 

Its members range all the way 
from Mr. Lie, who has demon- 
strated at the current session of 
the U.N. general assembly that he 
is a man who can lay down a line 
of policy for the world as well as 
handle the purely “civil service” 
side of his job, down to chauffeurs 
and carpenters. 

The secretariat also has no mean 
budget. This year it expects to 
spend a total of $19,036,360. Up 
to June 30 it had already paid out 
$5,383,619. Its money goes for 
everything from purchase of thumb 
tacks through the cost of heating 
and janitoring U.N. offices and 
interpreting the speeches of the 
world’s leaders up to the equipment 
and decoration of the vast assembly 
hall at Flushing Meadows and the 
committee rooms at the temporary 
U.N. headquarters at Lake Suc- 
cess, N.Y 

New Loyalty Seen 

In a sense the men and women 
of the secretariat are the United 
Nations. 

At the current session of the as- 
sembly there has been noticeable, 
for the first time, a type of loyal- 
ty previously unknown—a loyalty 
of a group of men and women to 
the world, and to no single gov- 
ernment.

Ways is like that of a mundial par- 
liameniary speaker, chosen from 
one nation but giving advantage to 
no nation as a speaker supposedly 
gives advantage to no party—set 
the tone for it.

“| WANT TO TELL the people 
that we have the best street rail- 
way west of Toronto, and it is 
only through the loyalty and skill 
of the men behind the system that 
it has stood up through the strenu- 
ous war years,” Mayor Ainlay stat- 
ed. 

He was opposed to increased 
street railway fares, and would 
not consider any such increase un 
til it could be shown that the sys- 
tem was losing money in such am- 
ounts as would embarrass the ad- 
ministration. He said the system 
was showing a deficit of $9,000, 
because increased amounts had} 
been placed to renewal reserve 
account. 

T.J. Cairns (Independent) may- 
oralty — Contended that despite 
complaints from some quarters that 
the mayor should have been given 
an acclamation that it was a wrong 
principle, “The mayor should have | 
opposition and should not be given 
an acclamation let him come 
out and face the people,” he said. 

Terming them superfluous, Mr

WASHINGTON, Nov, 5, (CP)— 
About 300 feminine candidates 
for congress and State offices 
counted on their sisters Tuesday 
to prove that women stick togeth- 
er, 

Theoretically, if they did stick 
together, a majority of the women 
political hopefuls would sweep 
into office, for the qualified fem- 
inine vote in today's congression- 
al election is 1,171,000 greater 
than the male, 

Fifteen women — 11 Democrats 
and four Republicans — are seek 
ing election to the House of Rep- 
resentatives. Another Republican, 
Mrs. Margaret Chase Smith, has 
already been given her ticket to 
Congress by Maine voters last 
September, 

In addition, 11 women are run- 
ning as minor party candidates, 

One of the liveliest tussles be- 
tween the sexes was the Mass- 
achusetts race between Republican 
incumbent Joseph Martin, and his 
Democratic rival, Mrs. Martha 
Sharpe described in Democratic 
campaign literature as “small, 
dark and beautiul.”
